may be effeQually (T fay effeQually ) and without further delay put a 
ſtop to any further tranſgreſſions of the Laudable Cantons Forces in the 
French ſervice, which having accordingly at due place and tire proy'd 
by the Original, I have all the reaſon in the World to exſpet a favorable
